BEFEND THE RIGHT 
Te GCHHOEE ........ 


Before 1967, 35,000 women were hospitalised 
each year as a result of backstreet abortions. It was 
in 1967 that the law was introduced to legalise abor- 
tion. It revolutionised the lives of hundred’s of thou- 
sands of women who could now control their own 
fertility instead of having to turn to dangerous, illegal 
operations. The right to free abortion on demand is a 
one that women have fought for. But now, due to 
moral hysteria and distorted statistics, the Church 
and right wing politicians are attempting to roll back 
the clock. 


One of the Tories’ election promises is to cut back 
the upper limit for abortion from 24 weeks to 20. 
Michael Howard is backed by the Catholic Church, 
whose archbishop is now calling for a Tory vote, 
swung away from labour by the issue of abortion. 
Although Tony Blair himself, despite not calling for 
immediate cuts, has said that due to advances in 
technology, “we may have to look at the whole ques- 
tion again”. 


SO are we going to sit back while politicians, the 
State and the Church use our bodies as an election 
issue? We cannot afford to have abortion rights cut 
any further. The upper limit has already been 
reduced once. In 1990, it was lowered from 28 
weeks down to 24. 


One in three women will have an abortion in her 
lifetime yet still they are ridiculously under funded 
with a quarter of women having to pay to get the 
operation. And for those who can’t afford it, it is a 
postcode lottery to get an abortion on the NHS. 


The medical community is massively slanted 
against abortion. As if.an abortion isn't a traumatic

mental or physical health” and this must be approved 
my two doctors. On top of this doctors can refuse to 
give permission to a woman for an abortion “on 
moral grounds”. Medical students can abstain from 
abortion training also on these so-called “moral 
grounds”. So the choice is removed from the woman 
and given to the doctor. It is a gift or privilege, con- 
ferred by the doctor. 


Medical technology has played a major part in the 
argument against abortion, making it possible to 
keep premature babies alive at younger ages. This 
poses a dilemma. How can a doctor be fighting to 
keeping a premature baby alive then terminating a 
pregnancy at the same stage. The dilemma is very 
easily solved if you look at it not starting from the 
baby but from the woman. If you want your pregnan- 
cy to end in birth then you have every right for doc- 
tors to keep that baby alive using whatever technolo- 
gy available. But, in the other hand if a woman wants 
to terminate her pregnancy, at whatever stage, she 
has just as much right to do so. 


The argument against aborting a foetus because it 
is “potential life” is the one used by religious and 
pro-life groups and one supported by the media to 
pull on emotions and feelings to obscure the facts 
and attack our rights. A foetus is not a life, a poten- 
tial one maybe, but not a life. It has no rights; it is 
totally dependant on the woman’s body. The recent 
development of 4D ultrasounds has meant you can 
see the image of the foetus inside the womb looks 
more like a “real baby”. These images have been 
used repeatedly in the media-against abortion. For 
example in the Daily Mail where they've shown a 
foetus sucking it’s humbgrat it is not being able to 
suck your thumb that makes you a person. What 
makes a person Is thesway*we interact socially and 
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our experiences, a foetus doesn’t have this. 


So why do REVOLUTION fight for abortion? Women 
need the right to choose the fate of our own bodies. 
We plan the rest of our lives so why can’t we plan 
out families as well? The harsh reality of Capitalism 
is that the burden of childcare does fall on the 
woman to do. There is a big practical element to 
abortion for many women. With an almost total lack 
of socialised childcare, women are forced to either 
give up their jobs completely (leaving them isolated) 
or work part time for low wages. That is, of course, 
apart from the very thin layer of lucky, upper and 
middle class women who can afford to buy them- 
selves out of the family with expensive childcare. 
One average three women a day register claims 
against unfair dismissal related to abortion. Attacks 
on abortion will disproportionably affect working 
class women who can’t afford a private abortion or 
the give up their jobs to support an unwanted child. 


Most late abortions are for young women who have 
been too ashamed to tell their families about the 
pregnancy. Reducing the upper time limits for abor- 
tion will hit the most vulnerable parts of society: 
young, working class women. 


Developments in contraception, like the pill, have 
been developments in women’s liberation. But it is 
not enough. We must not just fight against the pro- 
posed cuts but against the current réstricted abortion 
rights too; for free abortion on demand, as early as 
possible but as late as necessary. We must fight for 
comprehensive Sex education, free and easy access 
to contraception and the morning after pill. Only 
when we have total Control of our own bodies can 
women be liberated. -

The appointment of Paul 
Wolfowitz as the next president 
of the World Bank was a shock 
to many people but George 
Monbiot was correct in saying 
that Wolfowitz was the right 
man for the job. George Bush 
pushed Wolfowitz forward for 
the job because he will continue 
with the corporate-led agenda, 
for “development” that has been 
bleeding the Third World dry for 
three decades. Wolfowitz was 
influential in selling the Iraq 
war to the American public; he 
was very comfortable as US 
ambassador in Suharto’s 
Indonesia, never raising any 
objection to the dictatorship and 
oppression of the East Timorese. 


The idea that the World Bank 
wants to make the world a bet- 
ter place, alleviate global pover- 
ty and re-distribute wealth is a 
myth that they themselves have 
constructed to make themselves 
more palatable to the majority 
of the world’s population. It is 
similar to the way that the G8 
has taken up the issue of Africa 
when it is acting in the interest 
of the multinational companies 
that have ripped the resources 
from the war-torn, famine coun- 
tries of that continent. 


‘If only someone else was in 
charge of the World Bank, 





things would be better and the 
balance of power would be shift- 
ed towards what the World 
Bank is really there for - to 
help Third World countries out 
of debt, say many NGOs, 
churches, charities and other 
liberally types. Wrong! The his- 
tory of the World Bank and IMF 
proves just that - and nothing 
illustrates this better than the 
effect their policies have had on 
women. 


World Bank loans and the sub- 
sequent structural adjustment 
programs 


(SAPs) the countries had to 
sign up to, to get the loans in 
the first place, forced open the 
doors for multinational compa- 
nies to come in - making nation 
states open their markets to a 
wide-ranging array of privatisa- 
tions including health and wel- 
fare, social benefits, education, 
transport, water and much 
more that is normally provided 
by the state. 


Women’s unemployment has 
increased due to IMF-induced 
recessions, privatisations and 
government cutbacks. In central 
Asia, women have been the tar- 
gets of dramatic job losses as 
state-owned companies are sold 
to the private sector Women’s 
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unemployment averages 70% in 
Armenia, Russia, Bulgaria, 
Croatia, and tops 80% in the 
Ukraine. Sweatshops, whose 
workers are predominantly 
women, have sprung up as they 
are by IMF policies. 


SAPs have stripped women of 
what meagre health and educa- 
tion benefits were once available 
to them. These privatisations 
affect women to a greater 
degree because the majority of 
women work in the public sec- 
tor, but they also impact in the 
private sphere of ‘women’s 
work. So not only would women 
lose their jobs as nurses or 
teachers and lose their income, 
but also a greater burden is 
placed on women as carers in 
the family. 


The effects of the World Bank 
and IMF policies have devastat- 
ed food production that provides 
income to households. In Africa, 
women farmers are responsible 
for the majority of food produc- 
tion. 


For women in Asia, export led. 
growth has taken a different 
dimension. Not only do women 
work in the special Export 
Processing Zones, but also they 
are becoming themselves a big 
export. The majority of women

migrants are service workers - 
domestic helpers, entertainers 
and related work - subject to 
harsh living and working condi- 
tions and vulnerable to sexual 
abuse and violence. Of the 2800 
Filipino maids that work in the 
US, the World Bank and IMF 
employ 2000 of them. 


REVOLUTION campaigns for 
destroying these institutions - 
the World Bank, IMF G8 and 
World Trade Organisation. 
Nixing them, not fixing them 
because fundamentally they 
cannot be fixed: they are the 
instruments of imperialism and 
will back up their ‘free trade’ 
with military might. Their rea- 
son for existing is to continue 
the exploitation of workers, 
women, youth and peasants and 
to force more people into pover- 
ty and misery. They drive for- 
ward the system of profit that 
we live under -capitalism. 


We believe that it is not 
enough to try and ‘fine tune’ 
capitalism; it must be smashed 
and replaced with a system that 
is run by the people for the peo- 
ple - socialism. So look out 
Wolfowitz here we come!

Aid? 

Aid, just like debt, is used as a political weapon 
by the biggest capitalist countries. “Third World" 
nations often have to open up their markets fo 
western capital as a condition for receiving aid. 
Or they are forced to spend the aid on goods from 
the countries that provide it. “Aid” is usually in the 
form of loans from either the International Monetary 
Fund, the World Bank or the private banks - all of 


which charge excessive interest. 


Corruption 

In the cold war, the US and European countries 
supported dictators, like Saddam in Iraq and 
Mobuto in Zaire. This continues today. In 
Venezuela last year, the US backed the military 
coup against the democratically elected govern- 
ment of Hugo Chavez, because he had nation- 
alised the oil industry, and put the profits into tree 
healthcare. George Bush criticises the corruption of 
“Third World" governments, without saying that it 
was the rich governments and corporations that 
corrupted them - and then armed them to the teeth 
to detend them against their own people!

Many people would think that Make 
Poverty History is the best way, as it has 
gained a lot of support with celebrity back- 
ing and wristbands. But is it the answer?

And, what are they arguing for? 








NOT good for the poor 

In the 50 years between 1948 and 1998, global 
income per head grew by 250%. But this does not 
mean every person got their share. This growth 
lined the pockets of the rich, not the poor. In 
1960, the poorest 20% of the world’s people had 
a measly 2.3% share of global income; by 1991, 
this had fallen to an even smaller 1.4%. If wealth 
“trickled down" trom rich to poor, then the astonish- 
ing wealth accumulated over the past 50 years by 
the rich would have long ago eliminated poverty 
for good. It has not, and it will not. 


The rich are the powerful 
As billions live in poverty, a handtul of wealthy par- 
asites live in astonishing luxury. 


e The assets of the 200 richest people on the plan- 
et are worth more than the total annual income 
of the bottom 41 per cent of the world’s people. 


e Three Families — the Gates’ (Microsoft), the 
Waltons (VValmart) and the Brunei Royal Family 
— have a combined wealth of $135 billion, 
equivalent to the incomes of 600 million people 
living in the world's poorest countries. 


© The collective wealth of the 691 billionaires in 
the world is $2.2 trillion. 


Inequality is not only grotesque; it is growing. Nor 
is it just in the “Third World” that this great divide 
is felt. The past 20 years in Britain has seen a mas- 
sive widening of the gap between rich and poor. 
The wealthiest 10 per cent increased their share of 
total wealth trom 46 per cent to 54 per cent 





for only the cancellation of ‘unpayable' 
debt. What a vague term! In reality if a debt 
is unpayable then it is already been can- 
celled because the governments and banks 
won't get the money back. Why not fight 
for the cancellation of the entire 2.2 trillion 
dollar debt owed by the poor countries of 
the global south? 


They also call for ‘more aid and fairer 
trade’ - but again this is deliberately vague. 
We need to massive reparations paid to the 
people's of the global south owed to them 

after year's theft of natural and human

The institutions 
of poverty 


Over the last ten years, the G8 has forged a com- 
mon agenda for the opening up of “Third World” 
economies to “tree” trade, the dismantling of wel- 
fare provision, and the strengthening and restructur- 
ing of their military to enforce these policies. 
International institutions, like the World Trade 
Organisation, the International Monetary Fund and 
the World Bank, have been established or strength- 
ened to regulate this pro-market agenda. The IMF 
has become infamous for forcing “Third world” 
economies fo adopt “structural adjustment pro- 
grammes" (now hypocritically restyled “poverty 
reduction programmes"}, that cut even the most 
basic welfare provision, in order to service debts 
to the rich nations and banks, and hand over local 
industries to foreign buyers. 


The broken promises of 


yesterday 

When the G8 last visited Britain in 1998, the 
campaign Jubilee 2000 demanded the abolition 
of all “Third World” debt by the turn of the century. 
They mobilised 60,000 people to protest against 
the G8 in Birmingham. This was part of a world- 
wide movement against the debt of the poor coun- 
tries. In response, the IMF strengthened its Highly 
Indebted Poor Country Initiative that had been 
established in 1996. This was their attempt to pro- 
vide debt relief for the world’s poor, mainly through

demonstration at the G8. We want to use it as a 
Stepping stone to build a mass movement that can 
fight the system that causes poverty: capitalism. 


We are not naive enough to believe that just 
because Bob Geldhoff and Bono are going to ask the 
G8 leaders to ‘make poverty history’ they will end the 
pillaging of the so called ‘developing world' by the 
mega corporations. Gordon Brown is in favour of 
making poverty history on paper but he has made it 
a reality through his chancellorship during which the 
poorest in Britain have got poorer and voting for a 
war on Iraq that has left millions of lragis starving 
and homeless. 


Rather than cosying up to big business and politi- 
cians who represent them and hoping that they will 
do something about it out of them being good spirit- 
ed we think that the only way that the G8 countries 
will make any shift on the issue of debt is if they are 
pushed into it. We can do this by building a cam- 
paign of direct action and stunts targeting the pover- 
ty profiteers and by building a massive militant 
protest to shut down the G6 in Gleneagles this July.

What are they promis 
ing today? 

Tony Blair and Gordon Brown have recently made 
proposals, aimed at tackling global poverty.

Even 
this is a fraction of those countries’ total debt, 
tworthirds of which is owed by private banks 
anyhow. He set up an Africa Commission

This it 
claims will eliminate poverty on the 
continent.

In reality the US 
will either veto them or water them 
down. The old tree trade recipe of 
opening markets will not 
give Atrican states sover- 
eignty over their own 
economies. It will benefit 
corporate billionaires, not 
the billions who live in 
poverty.

Around 800 students gathered in Blackpool between 
o-/ April for the annual conference of the NUS. 
Compared to previous years, the conference was 
small, due to massive cuts pushed through in the past 
year. 


The NUS itself was the main item on the agenda, in 
the ‘Strong and active unions’ debate, as right-wing 
elements proposed further cuts to the democracy of 
the NUS. However the existing ‘Block of 12’ part-time 
executive officers - which is elected by proportional 
representation ensuring that minority voices are 
heard - was defended, and the conference made a 
very positive step forwards against the right-wing 
‘anti-politics’ agenda, by committing to fight against 
“ultra vires” laws which dictate what political activities 
Students’ unions are and aren't allowed to do. 
Religious politics were as usual a theme that ran 
throughout the conference, with various reactionary 
religious organisations uniting to defeat a motion 
opposing faith schools. The education debate also 
saw right-leaning delegates opposing a national 
demonstration against tuition fees in the Autumn. 
shockingly, they won and the NUS won't be holding a 
demo this year. 


The welfare debate, though low down the agenda, 
produced some positive results, notably committing 
NUS to fight fascism and defend asylum seekers, to 
uphold the no platform for fascists policy, and to 
defend abortion rights. These policies came up 
against a lot of opposition, right-leaning delegates 
who claim to represent students rather than political 
tendencies, trotted out the same old rubbish about No 
Platform policies that we always hear from right-wing 
appeasers of fascism. The motion on defending 
abortion rights was passed after a lengthy debate and 
a recounted vote - possibly the closest of the entire 
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Obituary to the Pope! 


After twenty six years as the head of the Catholic Church, Pope John Paul II 
did the world a favour on April 3rd and relieved us all of his presence. 


JP II has allegedly held the longest papacy ever, dodging an early attempt to 
cut it short when he survived a shooting in 1981 and stubbornly remaining 
‘gods voice on earth’ for two and a half decades. Famed for touring the world 
in his glass-domed pope-mobile, the late Pontiff was one of the poorer excus- 
es for human-life among the leadership of the Catholic Church. Virulently sex-

When the G8 are talking about 
debt relief, and supposedly wanting 
to make everything better for Africa 
and make the world's climate a little 
better, you might have thought that 
they would have asked someone 
who had a little understanding 
about the problems Africa faces 
and is compassionate towards their 
plight. 

But step forward Paul Wolfowitz, 
Bush's man for head of the World 
Bank. 


In his previous jobs for the US 
Government, this raging neo-con- 
servative was the architect of the 
"Project For The New American 
Century", a group of hard-line neo- 
conservatives who want to impose 
American domination of the world 
militarily and economically. 


He's worked for six previous US 
presidents, including Democrat 
Jimmy Carter, but he has always 
held firm in his  pro-imperialist 
beliefs. A biography in the Guardian 
puts it simply: "a belief in the impor- 
tance of military power and that 
America is a force for good in the 
world, a distrust of the Soviet Union 
and of America's intelligence agen- 
cies, and a disdain for the Kissinger 
doctrines of detente and contain- 
ment." That means he supports 
bombs, bomb and more bombs on 
Aerogue statesAf that donAft play 
ball with US foreign policy. 


Now he has taken the job as head 
of the World Bank, just after being 
one of the leading lights in the Bush 
regime and his hawkish support for 
the invasion of Iraq and the creator 
of the reconstruction plan (read: 
theft of Iraqi oil). His appointment 
has been seen as a slap in the face 
to the rest of the world. 


That's why Paul Wolfowitz is our 

Wanker of the Month, and also one 
of the many reasons why we 
should try to shut down the G8 
when they gather in Gleneagles 
this July. 
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Rover: “The ugitest 
face of capitalism” 





“The ugliest face of capitalism”. Not the 
words of militant socialists but of Britain’s 
top bosses’ paper, the Financial Times. 
They were describing the betrayal of 6,000 
Rover car workers by their asset stripping 
bosses. 


The last remaining British-owned volume 
auto manufacturer, MG Rover, faces clo- 
sure following the collapse of takeover 
talks with the Chinese government-owned 
manufacturer Shanghai Automotive 
Industry Corporation (SAIC). The closure 
threatens the loss of 6,100 jobs at 
Rover’s plant in Longbridge, Birmingham, 
as well as an estimated ten to twenty 
thousand jobs at component suppliers. 


The timing of the announcement of the 
breakdown of takeover talks and the col- 
lapse of the company is a blow for Blair’s 
government, coming suddenly and unex- 
pectedly at the end of the first week of the 
British general election campaign. But 
Rover has long been one of the most vul- 
nerable corporations in a global auto 
industry plagued by chronic over-capacity. 
That is why union leaders such as 
Transport and General Workers Union gen- 
eral secretary Tony Woodley were so keen 
on the SAIC takeover - a deal which would 
have saved British jobs... by guaranteeing 
the loss of at least two thousand jobs at 
Longbridge. 


Rover was “rescued” less than five 
years ago when the previous owners, the 
German auto corporation BMW, sold the 
company to the present bosses of the 
Phoenix consortium for £10. Now Tony 
Blair and Gordon Brown, with Tony 
Woodley’s enthusiastic backing, want to 
reopen negotiations with the Chinese to 
sell the company on what are bound to be 
even less favourable terms, with more jobs 
lost and further deteriorations in working 


conditions for those who are kept =

blame the

lapse of the original takeover negotiations 
on Phoenix’s tardy disclosure of the extent 
of Rover’s debts. Since the collapse of the 
talks, it has emerged that there may be a 
further £200 million or more gap in the 
company accounts. The bosses since 
2000, John Towers and the others in the 
‘Phoenix Four’, have milked the corporation 
systematically, moving funds from the 
Rover company to others in the Phoenix 
group. Estimates of how much they have 
paid themselves in salaries, bonuses and 
pension provisions range from a minimum 
of £30 million to upwards of £50 million. 
They have squandered the “dowry” of 
£247 million from BMW that came with 
the company in 2000. Worst of all they 
have left a huge gap in the workers’ pen- 
sion fund. 


The British government and SAIC are 
now demanding to see all Rover’s 
accounts. Doubtless the same demand will 
come from the other vultures that are 
beginning to gather seeking a share of 
Rover’s remaining prime assets including 
the land and the successful MG brand. 


Why can’t we all see where the millions 
have gone? The trade unions must 
demand the books be opened for 
inspection by the Longbridge work- 
ers and their unions. 


The fat cats at the top of the 
pole, the Managing Directors and 
the Senior Chief Executives will not 
be loosing out. They'll still have 
their massive salaries and still sit 
on their arses all day. The people 
that will loose out in this debacle 
will be the ordinary worker. When it 
comes to “cuts”, “economisation” 
and “efficiency”, it’s the working 
class that feel the burden. The 
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bosses loose nothing, they keep their over- 
inflated positions behind a desk signing 
checks and controlling the lives of their 
workers. 


If there is to be a future for Longbridge, 
the plant needs to be nationalised under 
workers control. 


This is the only way of guaranteeing 
either car production or production of 
socially useful goods using the many skills 
of Longbridge workers. Workers at 
Longbridge and the associated industries 
have a right to demand Work or Full Pay 
and full pension rights. 


With Labour at the height of a general 
election campaign, the time is right to 
raise these demands. Rover stewards 
should call together workers representa- 
tives from the components industry - and 
indeed from across Birmingham as all sec- 
tors are affected - to form an Action 
Committee and organise the fight back. 


Labour can be forced to concede, but 
only under the pressure of militant working 
class action in defence of jobs, beginning 
with a workers’ occupation at Longbridge.

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Workers from around the 
world used to celebrate 12th of 
May as international workers 
day, the one day of the year in 
the west that people had as a 
holiday that didn’t have reli- 
gious links. The 1st of May in 
1886 was to be the first day in 
the USA that workers would 
work no longer than 8 hours. 
Before then workers had to 
work 10, 12 or even 14 hour 
days in difficult, dangerous 
conditions in mines and sweat- 
shops. The workers move- 
ment campaigned really hard 
for the 8 hour day, they even 
called a general strike to start 
on Mayday if the demand was 


not met by the government. In 


Chicago in the USA in 1886 
tens of thousands of people 
protested and fighting with the 
police led to many injuries and 
deaths. Arally at Haymarket 
on May 3rd where an unknown 
person in the crowd threw a 
bomb ended with the police 
shooting into the workers, 
resulting in more death. 


When the second internation- 
al was formed in 1889 they 
declared Mayday an interna- 
tional workers day, and used 
the red flag (like REVOs red 
flags!) to symbolise the bloody 
sheets that wrapped the bod- 


ies of dead workers after the 
massacre at Haymarket. 


After World War 2 the work- 
ers movement stopped cele- 
brating Mayday in the same 
way until more recently when 
the militant anti capitalist 
movement injected new life 
into it. Between 2000 and 
2003 in London tens of thou- 
sands of activists and protes- 
tors would turn out on lively 
and militant protests against 
capitalist. These would often 
be part organised by 


Anarchists but at the height of 


the protests recently trade 
unions began to get involved 


again and lots of young people 
would be attracted to the 
demonstrations in London. 


Mayday may have started to 
recede into the background 
again, but it is important to 
remember what it means. 
Millions of working people and 
youth around the world cele- 
brate Mayday as a workers 
day where we stand up for our- 
selves against the bosses and 
their governments.

If you read their website it says, “The

| groups and working groups" What 
"Dissent want to create is what they call 
a ‘horizontalist’ movement, one with no 
«leaders, no structures, no votes no dele- 
gates and so on. This sounds very radi- 
«cal, but is actually totally unworkable. 


The most important ‘principle’ for peo- 
ple opposed to the G8 shouldn't be to 
build structureless organisations, but to 
build organisations capable of shutting 
down the G8. 


The anarchists do damage to their 
own cause by refusing to work with 
socialist groups, other political parties 
or trade unions because they are ‘hier- 
archical’. They don't vote on anything 
because voting is ‘undemocratic’ instead 
they try and reach consensus where 
everyone in the meeting agrees on the 
action. Sounds good, but meetings can 
be totally paralysed by a couple of peo- 
ple disagreeing and this can make deci- 
sion making almost impossible. The net- 
work's ‘Festival Of Dissent’ was recent- 
ly infiltrated by The Times newspaper. 
The hack declared the gathering to be 
a ‘War Summit’ attended by ‘anarchists 
intent on organised violence’. Far from

being an organised network of activist 
with a plan for violence, Dissent's insis- 
tence of consensus leaves it flounder- 
ing in in-decision 


REVO is fighting to build a massive, 
radical, direct action movement that 
can force the closure of the big imperi- 
alist summits - the main problem that 
Dissent have got themselves into is 
that their horizontalism means that 
their political interest is focused more 
on the process than the end result. 
Consensus decision making, networking, 
and strange etiquette at meetings all 
mean that even if they fail to build 
massive direct action and protests to 
shut down the G8, at least the small 
anarchist clique will have a laugh 
beforehand. Unfortunately having a 
laugh seems to be all the anarchist wing 
of the movement do these days.

Racist election

As the general election draws even closer, it 
becomes ever clearer that the issue of immigra- 
tion and asylum is at the centre of a battle 
between the mainstream media and political par- 
ties. What is most worrying about the fight for our 
attention on the subject is that no significant 
political or media force actually stands up against 
immigration controls, or fights to defend the 
rights of asylum seekers. In every arena that the 
issue is bought up in, we see the parties and the 
papers competing with each other around who can 
most successfully crack down on immigration. 


The only time you'll hear a Lib Dem, New 
Labour or Tory MP talking favourably of immigra- 
tion is when it is needed to prop up a crisis in the 
British economy. At the heart of this political posi- 
tion remains the fact that for capitalism to sustain 
itself, ‘freedom of movement’ must remain under 
the dictatorship of the bosses. Rather than the 
handling of immigration being an issue of build- 
ing and maintaining a strong welfare and public 
service infrastructure and tackling the racist prej- 
udice in society, the ruling class will always use it 
to further divide national and international soli- 
darity, simply honing it as another weapon against 
the world’s working classes. 


The continuing rightwards slide on immigra- 
tion is inherently linked to the interests of the 
capitalist media. The massive financial power 
wielded by the likes of Rupert Murdoch and 
Richard Desmond is pumped into churning out 
day after day of right wing lies about asylum seek- 
ers, immigrants and ethnic minorities. This 
ensures them a strong stake in setting the govern- 
ment agenda on the issues, whilst simultaneously 
providing more and more situations they can twist 
and deform to print in their tabloid rags. The posi- 
tion we are in means that parliamentary political 
action on immigration cannot be relied on and is 
entirely exposed to the manipulation of big busi- 





ness and neo-liberal politicians engaged in looking 
after their own interests. We should by no means 
fall into the trap of thinking that it is only the 
likes of the British or White Nationalist Parties 
who hold racism central to their politics, it is our 
job as revolutionary socialists to challenge this 
discrimination at every level of the political spec- 
trum. 


In the forthcoming general election campaign 
we need to be out engaging with people on why 
they are anti-immigration, tackling the lies that 
they are fed by government and the media. This 
has to be the only way to kick a foothold into the 
wall of the divisive prejudice protecting the ruling 
class. A lack of consistent anti-racist campaigning 
in working class communities remains a massive 
flaw in the progress of established anti- 
fascist/racist campaigns. Campaigns like Unite 
Against Fascism stick firmly to electoral tactics, 
relying on a tactic of ‘Don’t Vote BNP’. This com- 
pletely ignores the fundamentally racist politics of 
the other parties, and backs away from challeng- 
ing the racist perceptions of people who do sup- 
port the fascists. Of course, once the elections are 
over UAF will disappear back into their shells until 
its time for the various parties involved to come 
out and try and salvage votes next year. 


We cannot let the electoral focus of pro-immi- 
sration campaigning overshadow the work need- 
ing to be put into the communities ripped apart 
by racism and fascism. What we are trying to 
achieve with the ‘You Are Being Lied To About 
Asylum Seekers’ campaign is a grounding of anti- 
racist feeling and support across whole working 
class areas. Destroying the evils of racism con- 
cerns breaking the barrier imposed by the right- 
wing media and giving people control of their 
communities. It cannot be achieved by perpetuat- 
ing liberal democracy and by simply telling work- 
ing class people which way to vote.
